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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1. Applicants' election with traverse of Group II (Claim 10) in Paper No. 7 filed on 
07/30/2002 is acknowledged. 

2. Applicants' amendment in Paper No. 7 has been entered in full. Claims 6, 8, and 9 
have been canceled. Claim 10 has been amended. New claims 11-30 have been 
added. 

3. Amended claim 10 and newly submitted claims 11-30 are restricted to one of the 
following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 121 as set forth below: 

I. Claims 10-23 and 27-30, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid, a vector, and a host 

cell, classified in class 536, subclasses 23.4, and 23.5; and class 435, subclass 
320.1. and 325. 

II. Claims 24-26, drawn to a purified protein, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other for the following reasons. Inventions I 

and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP §806.04, MPEP §808.01). In the 
instant case, the two inventions are drawn to completely different products, a 
nucleic acid and a protein. These molecules have completely different structures 
and biological functions which are not interchangeable and which require non- 
cohesive searches and considerations. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for a single group is not required for any other group, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. The application contains 4 nucleic acid/amino acid sequence, SEQ ID NOS: 53, 54, 
55, and 56. Each individual sequence represents a structural and functionally distinct 
entity that is capable of supporting a separate patent. The search and consideration 
of more than a single sequence constitutes an undue search burden on the office, 
given the ever-increasing size of the database. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of a nucleic acid/amino acid sequence that is elected consonant with 
this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
